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Figure 2 is a flow chart of the present logic. 



nFTATT.FI ) DESCRIPTION OF THE PREFERRED EMBODIMENT 



Referring initially to Figure 1, a system is shown, generally designated 10, that includes a television 
11 and a remote control device 12. The television 11 receives a signal from a cable/satellite/terrestrial 
content receiver 14, such as might be implemented from a set-top box communicating with a cable head end 
16, or from a PVR or other device. Choice of the program provider is up to the discretion of the operator. 
The content receiver 14 then transmits signals to a personal video recorder (PVR) and/or directly to a 
processor 18 within the television 1L The personal video recorder is an optional element added at the 
operator's will in order to observe images other than those from the content receiver 14. Content may be 
stored in an audio-video storage 20 that can be part of, e.g., a PVR. 

As shown in Figure 1, the processor IS drives a TV display [22]23 and also sends signals to and 
receives signals from a wireless Infrared (TR) transceiver [22]22. In turn, the IR transceiver [22123 relays 
the signal to a complementary wireless transceiver 24 on the remote control device 12, The transceiver 24 
sends the information to a processor 26 on the remote control device 12. Another option the operator has 
is to import an internet signal from an external source 28 into one or both of the processors 18, 26 via wired
